(C) (1) THE PROVISIONS OF SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS

(I) LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL OQOF THE
UNITED STATES OR OF THIS STATE, OR OF ANY POLITICAL
SUBDIVISION OF THIS STATE;

(IT) A MEMBER OF THE ARMED FORCES OF THE
UNITED STATES OR: THE NATIONAL GUARD WHILE ON DUTY OR
TRAVELING TC OR FROM DUTY;

(ITI) LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL OF ANOTHER
STATE OR OF A POLITICAL SUBDIVISION OF ANOTHER STATE, WHILE
TEMPORARILY IN THIS STATE;

(IV) A JAILER, PRISON GUARD, WARDEN, OR
GUARD OR KEEPER OF ANY PENAL, CORRECTIONAL, OR DETENTIONAL
INSTITUTION IN THIS STATE; AND

(V) A GSHERIFF, AND A TEMPORARY OR
FULL-TIME DEPUTY SHERIFF.

(2) A PERSON MAY POSSESS A SHORT-BARRELED
